They had better keep out of it or they 
will get the worst of it. Personaly, 
I wish the fight was settled, but now 
that we are forced into a fight and 
called upon to defend ourselves, we 
are fighting on successfully. I know 
of no plan for settlement and can as- 
sure you that no representative of the 
steel corporation has been to these 
headquarters. 
The statement i;. a 


morning paper that there is a move- 
ment to depose me and that we are 
not working in harmony is a lie* It 
is more than false—it is a lie." 


Rev.

"Brother Shaffer, you ought to go

The platform was prepared at a 


conference of the party leaders, which 
lasted until daybreak, and it is one 
of the most remarkable declarations 
of principles ever issued by a state 
convention in Pennsylvania. 


Those democratic legislators who 


joined with the republican majority 
in passing the bills condemned by the 
platform are left to their immediate 
constituents for "the infliction of po- 
litical punishment." 


This part of the platform was not 


satisfactory to ex-Congressman Win, 
H. Sowden, of Allentown, and other 
delegates, ,and before the convention 
met at noon they threatened to offer 
more drastic resolutions as a sub- 
stitute. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 


The convention was called to order 


at 12:40 by State Chairman Creasy. 
After the reading of the call for the 
convention and other preliminaries, 
Charles J\ Reilly, of Williamsport, 
was introduced as temporary chair- 
man. Mr. Reilly was selected at a 
meeting last evening of the state 
executiev committee. I. T. 2. Hine- 
hart, of Chambersburg, was secre- 
tary, and J. Wood Clark, of Indiana, 
reading clerk. 


Mr. Reilly said, in accepting the 


chairmanship, that he would en- 
deavor to perform his duties in a 
manner which, in his estimation, 
would be right. -He suggested that a 
ticket would 'be named by the con- 
vention which would meet with the 
kindest consideration of the masses 
of Pennsylvania. 


TO SETTLE TROUBLE. 


While the convention was assem- 


bling the leaders of the rival factions

It is said that France alone will have 
to look to other countries for about 
fifty-six million bushels. This con- 
dition tends to the advantage of those 
countries that have wheat for sale, 
of which countries the United States 
heads the list. 


In this case, though, as in many 


others* the mere figures of shortage 
taken at their face value are quite 
likely to mislead. For example, while 
France is fifty-six millions short, it 
by no means follows that the will buy 
any such quantity. It must be re- 
membered that crop failures, either 
total or partial, 
affect the general 


business conditions of the country 
•» 
in which the failures occur, and in 
doing; so they affect 
the 
buying 


power of the nation. In brief, a crop 
failure detracts from the sum of na- 
tional prosperity and the less pros- 
perous a country is the less it can 
and will buy even of the neces&ai'ies 
ot life. With a considerable portion 
of the European population wheaten 
bread is almost a luxury, to be in- 
dulged 
in only 
when prosperity 


abounds. In seasons when times are 
hard there is a very considerable sub- 
stitution of cheaper foods. 


In this connection it must also be 


noted that there has, during; recent 
months, been a marked subsidence of 
the prosperity wave in Europe, and 
this irrespective ot" the crop condi- 
tions. If there- is a marked shortage 
of the crops it will add to the depres- 
sion ami it will certainly manifest 
itself in smaller purchases of foreign 
goods.
